STAED ON THE WAY TO THE GALLOWS. 


Even When on the Scaffold He Pleaded 
For Deley and Tottered From Fear and 
Weakness—The Prayer on the &caffolda 
—The Execution Hurriea for Fear of a 
Complete Break Down. 3 


Charlies Wisdom, colored, was hanged this 
morning for the murder of Edward A. Drex- 
ler, a Cigar dealer, at 818 Pine street on April 
24, 1892. The executf®n was carried out 
without a hitch and will pass down as one 
the most successful in the history of the 
city. 
The execution took place at exactly 6:15 
o’clock. Fears had been entertained and 
freely expressed that Wisdom would weaken 
and would have to be carried to the scaffold 
by main force, and it was therefore an 
greeable surprise to the authorities when he 
mounted the steps and ascended the scaff old 
unaided, meeting his fate with scarcely a 
tremor. 
Untill the last the condemned man had 
great faith in the prospective clemency of 
the Governor. All through the night he ex- 
pressed himself as very confident that a 
special messenger from that dignitary was 
on his way to this city, bringing with him 
the papers which would change the death 
sentence into one ot imprisonment for a 
longer or shorter period. When the mes- 
senger failed to arrive before the death 
warrant was read to him, he still seemed to 
hang upon that last hope, and even upon 
the scaffold he begged piteously for a minute 
or two longer, 
pardon might come at the last moment. 
Needless to say his prayers were unavailing. 
Wisdom faced death with but a slight reali- 
gation that the dread angel was so near at 
hand. He was hurried to his doom as one in 
a dream, sustained only by the presence of

THE MEN DISCOURAGED BY THE PROS. 
 \.., PROTIVE LABORIOUS TRAMP.

Many Are Already Sick of the Movement 
and Would Desert Were They Not in 
Mortal Terror of the Mountaineers and 
Their Winchesters—Gen. Coxey Has 
Suddenly and Quietly Disappeared 
Again—Leaders at War. 


ADDISON, Fa., April 18,—The men in the 
army of Gen. Coxey’s commonweal were 
Yearly astir here this morning and joyously 
basked in the sun that for the second time in 
a week arose Cclearand warm. The members 
ofthe arm bad a cosy nook in which to 
sleep, being Augustine’s commodious barn. 
While a hamber dropped to sleep last night 
on the fret floor, the majority preferred the 
Upper berth in the haymow and enjoyed a 
comfortable night. 

Breakfast was served at 7:80 o’clock this 
morning, an hour earlier than has been the 
custom, dy reason of a proposed earlier start 
of the caravan. 

The tramp to-day was through the highest 
portion of the Alleghenies. This is the point 
where snow falls in July. When the march 
was taken up the men were not gratified at 
the prospects. They have already become 
sick with the trip and many would abandon 
the commonweal did they not stand in a 
Geadly fear of the mountaineers and their 
Winchesters. 

While Gen. Coxey has very suddenly and 
quietly disappeared, it is not thought he has 
abandoned his cause. It is announced that 
his leaving was for the purpose of looking 
after supplies, although Marshal Brown, in 
a general order, announces that they are 
already sufficient to feed the men to the 
Potomac, ° 


It is Certain that there has beena clash of 
authority between Coxey, Brown and Smith, 
who ts termed the ‘‘unknown,’’ The latter 
thoroughly detest each other, and it is not 
infrequent that they have wordy passages at 
arms along the line of march. 

Unless these differences are adjusted seri- 
ous trouble must result, forthe men are dis- 
contented and are in a proper mood to take 
possession of the caravan and its commissary 
wagons.

FREDERICK, Md., April 13.—The people of

AW IGNOBLE “MARQUIS, 


Infamous Career of Atlesbury. Who Mar- 
ried Dolly Tester. 


Lordo, April 18.— The estates of the 
Marquis of Allesbury, who died on Tuesday. 
are said to be more heavily encumbered than 
anyone knew at the time of his death. 

He had been struggling against bankruptcy 
proceedings since 1890, and the negotiations 
for the sale of his magnificent estate of 
Savernake, Wiltshire, have been a notable 
feature of his 411 troubles. 

Lord Iveagh, foi mer head of the great firm 
of Guinness, brewers, was for a long time 
looked upon as the probable purchaser of 
the Savernake Fe me Afiesbury was 
almost penniless and ‘en to the most des- 
perate straits in order to raise money. But 
the negotiations fell through owing to the 
fact that the wife of the Marquis, formerly 
Miss Dolly Tester, a music bali star, who was 
married to the Marquis at Brighton, refused 
to 8 the papers necessary for the transfer 
of the estate, presumably because he was 
living with another woman. 

Sam Lewis, the noted sporting money- 
lender, is reported to haveaciafm of about 
$1,300,000 against the Marquis of ot darn 
money loaned at heavy interest during a 
number of years past, t he holds life-in- 
surance policies amounting to $500,000 on the 
life of the deceased nobleman. 


There are several things to remember the 
dead Marquis of Allesbury by, now that he is 
dead. One 1s his threat to Crive a coster- 
monger’s cart up into the House of Lords; 
another his awful extravagance; another his 
marriage to Dolly Tester; another his enlist- 
ment in the United Stats marine service—ali 
horrible to contemplate from the view point 
of a British Tory—but worst and wickedest 
— all, his being ruled off the turf for rascal - 


y. 

His family was ancient enough. His father 
who never lived to be a Marquis, was calle 
**Duffer,’’ Decause he never did anything, 
good or pad, except tell the most outrageous 
yarns about his personal exploits. He died 
the year Ducks“! was born. His mother 
married Capt. Henry Ooventry, and ran 
away with another man, whom she after. 
wards married when Capt. Ooventy gota 
divorce. By the way, she was an auntto 
the Earl of Craven, who married Mr. Brad 
ley-Martin’s daughter. 

The aunt of the late Marquis of Allesbury 
was Lady Louisa Meux, whom the police of 
Paris warned outof town, and who was put 
out of hotels time after time for scandalous 
behavior. In 1886 she was robbed of her 
jeweis and beaten nearly to death by a pro- 
fessional wrestler of a circus atyNeuilly, with 
whom she had become infatuated. dy 
Mabel Brundell- Bruce, sister of Ducks, 
was engaged to be married to Capt. Crosby 
of the Welsh Fusileers, but ran away with a 
book maker named Sievier, and married him 
on the appointed day. 

The late Marquis succeeded his grand. 
fatner in 1886. He had been a tolerabiy gay 
boy for some time. Two years before that he 
had married Dorothy Julla, daughter of 
Thomas Hasely, Esq,, of Urisghton—as 
Burke’s Peerage puts it—Dolly Tester, as 
fame knows her, a blonde dancer at the 
Theater Koyal, Brighton. She is reported to 
have said to him: There is but one door to 
my boudoir—the church door. But, though 
previous! unmarried, she was mother 
to three children. After the Marquis came 
into the property they made the mone go 
ve rapidly. Since 1886 he and she have 
spent all the rents, have had to sell Jervaux 
Abbey to Sir Cunliffe-Lister for $2,250,000,and 
tried to sell Savernake Forest for $3, 730, 600 to 
Lora — <= When his creditors came 
down upon him in December, 1892, the la-

AD VALOREM SYSTEM CONDEMNED. 

Mr. Mitchell condemned the adoption of 
the ad valorem system in the pending bill, 
asserting thatthe principle had been de- 


nounced by none more severely than by th 
great Democratic leavers, and he gave 
numerous extracts from the utterances of 
public men, Secretary Manning, President 
Buchanan and others, in proof of this. 

A great part of the speech was given up to 
a discussion of the wood schedules, which, 
he declared, were arbitrary and unjust, 
placing this great industry on the sacrificia! 
altar and offering its ashes as a sacrifice to 
the avarice of foreign wool-growers and to 
the greed of Eastern manufacturers and 
transferring to their coffers the bulk 
of the $5,000,000 invested in sheep and 
wool. Such a bill. which vouchsdfed protec: 
tion to the manufacturer and refused to ex- 
tend it to those engaged inthe sheep indus- 
try, which favored the foreign producer at 
the expense of the home producer, was one 
which discriminatedjubjustly, unnecessarily. 
mercilegsly and cruelly against the.agriculi- 
turalistand in favor of the manufacturers, 
against the American and in favor ot the for- 
eigner. No state inthe Union had in pro- 
portion to population so much money in- 
vested in sheep and wool as Oregon, amount- 
ing as it did to over $81 to seven and three. 
quarter head of sheep and to forty-eight 
pounds of woolfor each man, woman and 
child in the State. California had over 4,500, 
000 head of merino sheep within her borders, 
had invested $75,000,000 and employed over 
80,000 people in the industry. 

NO FALLACY GREATER. 

He argued that no greater fallacy was ever 
entertained by the most visionary theorist 

han that by placing wool on the free list 


he clothing for the masses of the people 

would be cheapened; yet that was the sole 
reason assigned by the Democracy for its 
action. Argue against this’ assumption, 
Mr. Mitehell said: 

»The whole history of the doctrine and the 
practical effect of the doctrine of protection 
afford conclusive answers to this heresy. 
And the very fact that all kinds of woolen 
clothing are to-day infinitely cheaper in this 
country than they were prior tothe levying 
of the McKinley tariff on woolin 1890, ought 
of itself to be a sufficient answer to this ar- 
gument. But the real answer is to be. found 
in the logical economic deduction which 
must follow and which invariably does fol- 
low tn the wake of a policy which subordi- 
nates the great wool industry of this coun- 
try to that of the foreign producers of wool, 
whether in Australia, the Argentine Repu b- 
lic, the South Sea Islands or elsewhere.’ 

He further contended that by the destruc- 
tion of our own woo! industry we would be 
placed at the mercy of foreign producers and 
obliged to double our importations. Asa re- 
sult prices would increase far beyond the 
present scale,a great wool trust would be 
formed ana oppress us and our country would 
be drained of more than sixty millions of gold 
annually to buy wool, and our people by the 
destruction of our sheep herds would de de- 
prived ot a cheap and nutritious food, 

BLOW AT AGRICULTURE. 

Barley and hops, plums and prunes, all 
produced largely in his section of the coun- 
try, also received a share of Mr. Mitchell’s 
attention, and he asserted that by the pend- 
ing bili a paralysing blow was struck at 
these agricultural ucts. In fact, all kinds 
of Western agricultural products fell under 
the ban; flax and hemp, vegetables, dairy 
products, horses and Cattle, eggs—not one 
escaped the blig influence of the Wlison 
bill, By ite vis millions of 4

BEFORE THE MAYOR. 


There Will Be a Public Hearing on the 
Milk Bill. 


The Stone skimmed mim bill will be signed 
by the President of the Vouncil and Speaker 
of the House this evening and be laid on the 
Mayor’s desk for his approval or veto to- 
morrow morning.

With their scaling 
ladders the firemen reached window’ on the 
seventh floor in time to rescue a dozen work- 
men. When the flames fared full in their 
faces they were forced to retreat, but knew 
that above the sixth were between 
thirty and forty workmen. Escape dy 
stairways or fire ladders being cut off, their 
doom was sealed. 

These laborers were Poles for the most 
part. Many a Pole employed in the glucose 
night gang did not come to breakfast this 
morning, and as a consequence 
weeping wives were early at the 
hospitals looking for their hus- 
bands and finding that quest vain, 
later stood tearful about the smouldering 
ruin of the factory waiting for the exhuming 
of their dead.

NOT YET CAPTURED. 
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The Negro Who Shot John Murray Is 
Still at Large. 


HIS VICTIM DIED THIS MORNING AT THE 
CITY HOSPITAL 


The Shooting Was Done by One of Three 
Colored Men Who Were Said to Have 
Been Robbing People—James Mason 
Released From the Work-House to Be 
Taken to Effingham. 


Jobn Murray or Meyer, who was shot by 
one ofa party of three unknown negroes, at 
the foot of Arsenal street last Monday morn- 
ing at 6:30 o’clock, while on his way to the 
Government works, died at the City Hospital 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning trom the effects 
ofthe wound. Murray’s assailant is still at 
large. 

The shooting took place under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. Before he met the negroes two 
white men told him that three negroes down 
the road were robbing people. When Mur- 
ray came up to the three colored men he re- 
marked: ‘‘Are you the niggers who are 
robbing fellows down here?’’. 

Do you want some of it?’’ replied one of 
the trio. : 

Well. you cannot get anything from 
me, said Murray, as I’ve’qniy got 10 
cents. 

At this the spokesman of the negroes fired 
on Murray, the ball entering the small of his 
back, severing the spinal cord. Afterthe 
shooting the fellows ran north on the Iron 
— er tracks. Since then the police have 
hadno clew as to what became of them. 

Murray was 4 years old, married, anda 
laborer by occupation. He lived at 1009 
Elliot avenue.
